Ttith this class of pauper3,there it> still anoth- 
er class not 5 et mentioned. A stranger would 
not recognize them in. this character on first 
acquaintance, for they seem to be engaged in 
a legitimate occupation upon the streets 
They go about as -venders of small articles of 
convenience or of taste 
One portion carries 


matches in small paper boxes, another,clieap 
combs, for gentlemen and for ladies, a third, 
or *nges, apples, pears of very poor quality, 
but of the price of first-class fruit, and so 
the\ range through the whole compass of low 
cl iv> wares which these people carry in their 
hind* and which are bought by persons of a 
condition only a little better than their own 
To sell tlie^e articles, however, is not their 
aim, or expectation as a general thing Their 
object is to beg under this convenient artifice 
By holding up a bunch of flowers or some 
-nrt of fruit, thej expect to arrest jour atten- 
tion, and then tliey press jou, "in GoA's 
111 ue for the sake of Heiven," and with the 
pathos ami eloquence of tears, to sa\ e a poor 
v om m from the necessity of crime, or an old 
man from an out-door death, or a family ol 
small children from immediate stan atiou, or 
a jonng girl from impending rum to her 
name or a ragged, haggard, cripple of a boy, 
\\IIQ hops behind jou upon his crutch, by giv- 
i'ig only a penny, sir,' to their relief 


Zsow,sir, I savit on mv truth, that you 


c mnot walk twenty paces, in any part of 
London, except the extreme west end—where 
tlie hard fisted nobility reside—who bestow 
110 charities for fear of encouraging what they 
mfamouslj call "the uceof beggao"—with- 
out being confronted bj some of these mendi- 
cants,^ ho live by what they can thus pickup 
along the bustling streets 
By official exami- 


nation and report, there are found be over 
three hundred thousand of them, who ha\e 
not reliable means of obtaining their daily 
bread. Nearly seventh five thousand have no 
houses, no shelter, no fire, even ou the cold- 
•e&t nights of winter About one hundred and 
fifty thousand are crammed into the several 
infirmaries provided by the government, 
•whom we ne\er see on tlie public thorough- 
fares, and then it is estimated that there is 
another hundred thousand who receive more 
or less of assistance at their humble homes — 
"What portion of these several members are 
common to all these pauppr classes,! b/ue 
not bee1! able to discover. It is therefore im- 
possible for me togi\e the eiact figure that 
shall zepresent the true amount of pauperism 
m the great metropolis 
One of the daily 


journals figures it at one-tenth of the entire 
population. But I cannot help beue\mg that 
this is a ^ery moderate statement. 3Iy belie! 
is that at least one person out of e^ ery eight 
of the inhabitants of London are m some form 
or other on the panper list' 


But London, in this particular, is England 


The large towns and cities are everywhere 
full of beggars. The ooen country has also 
itinerant and local mendicants You can tra\ 
el nowhere without being painfully confront- 
ed with them, and the published record is 
that o\ er two out of the twenty milhots o 
the inhabitants of "Merry England," to say 
nothing of poor Scotland and poverty -strick- 
en Ireland, are compelled to eat their bread 
vi hat little they can, thus obtain, out of the 
cold hand of public or the warmer palm o 
prnate chanty' iW this fact by tlie side o 
another that must not be forgotten ] Remem- 
ber, in a word, that England, with its two 
million paupers, 13 the wealthiest nation o 
the world the country to which all nations 
go for obtaining some portion of its surplus 
capital, of that abundance which they know 
not how to use' Remember the Duke o 
Bedford, the Duke of Devonshire the Mar- 
quis of Westminster whose wealth knows m 
boiuids, and whose estates are ne\ertlieles 
covered "u ith this mendicant population.— 
KeeD in mind ths case of the last of these no- 
blemen in particular, whose income has been 
figured to consist of at least a guinea—fiv 
golden dollars—every minute of his existence 
and yet that nobleman—or rather tgrnoi 
—was never known to make a > oluntary ol 
fenng to any charity' 


Such, then, is the poverty, and the wealth 


of England 
There is an abundance here fo 


everybody, were that abundance but properly 
divided among the people. But here lies the 
trouble 
The enormous wealth of one class 


of the inhabitants must create, in the nature 
of things, the extreme necessity existing in 
the other 
The disparity has been producei 


by the English form of government. To mam 
tain royalty, a class of rich and powerful no 
biuty has been found essential, and the per 
petuation of the nobility has had to stand feu- 
support on that unrighteous law of pnmegen 
iture, by which all real estate goes forever tc 
the oldest son. So come the rich families, th 
powerful nobility of England, and the sam 
case, therefore, that holds up the monarch 
and anstocracy, produces and maintains tli 
consequent poverty aud wretchedness 
Britain' 


The remedy for tins enormous evil will b
